Dear Harolds 


I have now had an opportunity to review 
the proposal made by J. F. Craigo in his letter dated 
June 23, 1961. Mr. Craigo's "new labor contract plan" 
make the individual members of the Union employed by a 
particular employer, parties to the contract negotiated 
between the employer and the Union or its agent under a 
Power of Attorney. 

Mr. Craigo states that the purpose of the 
plan is to eliminate certain restrictions which are ap¬ 
plicable to Labor Unions, but which would not apply to 
the individual. He cites as an example the right to 
boycott. However, a combination of individual employees 
engaged in an unlawful boycott whether under the name of 
a Union or not would not have any better chance of evading 
the law than if the Union did it. Our Labor delations 
Law relating to boycotts referred to a labor organization 
"or its agent." This language could very well bring the 
individual employees acting under inducement of or sug¬ 
gestion of the union within the scope of the law. And 
if it didn't bring them within the scope of the National 
Labor Relations Act it would certainly bring them within

the scope of state laws dealing with combinations and 
conapiraciea. 


Much more important, however* is the fact 
that under the law If an agent negotiates an agreement 
for employees it is that agent who, as the representative 
of the employees, must become a party to the contract. 

It ia my opinion no matter what device may be used, if 
the fact that there is going to be a collective bargain¬ 
ing agreement, the agent of the employees will have to 
become a party to it. 

The plan, therefore, is not only of 
doubtful validity, but also of questionable efficacy. 

I am returning Nr. Craigo's letter herewith.

Late laat simmer I wrote you in regards to a new labor contract plan* Semetime later, 
you reolied that you intended to contact Kr. lloffa, and advise rae further. 

In looking bock I can see that perhaps tha way I stated ray proosal, it may well hare 
looked like offering a "pig in a poke", and therefore, I hare decided to present ray 
plan, herewith below for your consideration* 

we will atart on tha basia that your organisation membership has Just voted to accept 
an employers proposal, of tar which my plan wouli function as follows; 

1* Members would individually sign a "power of attorney" form, enabling T °ur counsel, 
or agent, to sign a contract »n thair stead. 

2. Contract would be prepared, showing parties to contract to be employer, and members 
of union, tqr mme . Tha Union itself, and/or its officars would not be named aa 
parties to the contract. The contract would however ; rovida all necessary clauses 
to nrovide safer arda ror Union requireraentaj (i.e. , I, John Jones do further state 
that J— — in my bahalf will be s-ent monthly to Union, etc.) 

ach mambera would receive a small copy of the contract, however the employers cony 
would actually ba signed only by tha tap 1 oyer and the - arty having rower of 
attume^ to sign for the workers, tha individual nines would ha printed on the 
contract. I know thia seams cumbersome, but this is the crux of ray plan, and I 
will point out the reason and advantage below. 

3* Any additions to, or omissions from the original contract caused by change of 
personnel would be reoorted by shop stewards and then an addendum to the original 
master contract would be issued* This could be accomplished on a standardized, 
printed form to minimise oarer work. 

Sow, for the reason WHX. If you will stop and consider you must agree that although 
the benefits to the workers in a Union are legion, BECAUSE of their being banded 
togetner in a large organisation, they are also deprived of sane privileges ALoO 
BECAUSE of their Union membership, that is, they are restricted by certain laws 
pertaining to labor unions that WOULD NOT aply to an individual under contract. 

For asnmcle, aa I understand it, a union is prevented by law against using a 
boycott. let I doubt th«t an individual could be prevented from employing the boycott 
w'.thout aeri na doubt of infringing uron individual constitutional liberties. Sven 
if it would be attempted, it would mean the issuance of thousanda of injunctions 
against ini viduala instead of Just one against an inpersonal organization. I stress 
that even if it c>iuld be done It would be extremely unpopular politically. The same 
situation would exiat with regards to strikes, etc. 

- 1 - 
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Therefore, my 'lan would retain all the advantages of the sheer power of weight of 
nrnbera in reanect to collective barga ning and still retain each individuals perogative 
of free ch ica. 

Naturally, aach wnjrker would be required to honor hia contract, and while the contract 
would, and should, aaaura tha employer of receiving a good days work from the employee, 
it would alao state to the effect that tha employee would work and/or do business only 
wltn and for an employer whose other aarloyeea were member.* of hia union, or a union 
duly recognised by hia Pinion. 

This, you can see, would provide plenty of safeguards for the worker, prevent contact 
with other workers, either inside or outside hia own place of employment, during duty 
hours, NOT in good union standing, and wo*ld also contain necessary regulation 
to provide discipline amongst members of the union* 

I don't want to make this letter too long. I hope you will find my plan interesting and 
attractive. In any event would apnreciate hearing from you. 

In my previous letter I m mtioned compensation. Zf you like my plan, we can then discuss 
that phase of the matter.

Highlights of 1955 Econometrics Report 
on United States Exports to Venezuela* 


1. The Venezuelan market for U.S products and enterprise has multiplied nearly 13 
times in the period since 1939. This rate of expansion for U.S. exports is greater 
than that of any other country in the world. 

2. On the basis of per capita purchases, Venezuela is the second best market for 
American goods on the globe -- being exceeded only by Canada. 

3. Venezuela is rapidly becoming a billion-dollar annual maiket for American goods 
and services In 1954, she bought and paid for merchandise worth 525 million 
dollars -- and paid another 375 million for services and dividends on investments 
mode by U.S. citizens This came to a total of 900 million dollars, flowing to 
the United States in a single year. 

4. In the last five years, Venezuela has bought nearly 2-12 billion dollars worth of 
U.S. goods In the ten years since the end of World War II, the country purchased 
more thon 4 billion dollars worth of American products. 

5. These goods were paid for with dollars earned by sales of Venezuelan oil. Sales of 
oil account for more than 90 per cent of Venezuela's purchasing power in dollars. 

6. The survey traced exports made by 1,350 American firms, located in 750 towns and 
cities, in nearly every state in the union. These firms sold 309 million dollars 
worth of products, out of the 525 million exported from the U.S. in 1954. 

7. Machinery and vehicles, always the largest component of U.S. exports to Venezuela, 
rose to an estimated 245 million dollars last year, as compared with an average of 
213 million in 1952 and 1953. 

8. American farmers and food processors sold foodstuffs valued at 63 million dollars to 
Venezuela lost year. Most imfrartont items in this field were dairy products, grains 
and cereals, fruits and fruit products 

9. The miscellaneous group, comprising exports of pltotogiaphic goods, scientific qnd 
professional equipment, musical instruments, office supplies, toys, sporting goods and 
hundreds of other items, rose to 34 million dollars in 1954, compared with an 
average of 32 million in 1952-1953. 

10. In addition to buying so many products from the United States, Venezuela maintains 
ready and close at hand in the Western Hemisphere large reserves of two strategic 
materials vital for the economic strength of the U.S. A. in peace or war — oil and 
iron ore.

Dear Einar: 

I was glad to have your note and I wish you well, as you 
know. One of the things which is disturbing to many lawyers is 
the development in the past ten years or so, of investigating com¬ 
mutes into what are, in effect, inquisitorial bodies and, in the minds 
of the public, triers of facts. Radio and television compound the 
difficulties. These latter two functions - inquisition and trials - 
under our system, have been, in the past, the jobs of grand juries 
and the courts, where well established rules of procedures and 
rules of evidence, cross examination, confrontation, etc., are 
matters of course. I hope that out of your ordeal, tfere will come 
some good result, such as fair congressional procedures and protection 
of the individual. No one wishes to hamper the Congress in the in¬ 
vestigation and accumulation of facts necessary for the formulation 
of legislation. But equally important is the assurance that we will not 
have kangaroo courts under the guises of investigation.

I have a matter In which you might become Interested for any one 
of several reasons. Anyway,I would like you to give me your opinion as to 
what can be done. 

During 1957 when the McClelland Committee was hammering away at hr.decs, 

1 wrote President Elsenhower a letter stating that X thought the Committee 
could use the time better Investigating some of the other evils which plaged 
the country. Other than offering a third party threat,! did not feel that 
there was too much wrong with the Union. 

I had a son William R. Cruthlrds who was a crusader pilot In the navy at 
the time. Inmedlately he started having troubles,and finally was so down 
graded and discouraged that he coomitted suicide. 

Up to this time the young man had enjoyed Btartllng success as a pilot,and 
was working harder than ever to try and make the carrier trip to the Oarrlbean 
on the Forrestal. 

The death was declared accidental by the Navy. His squadron records have 
been made unavailable,etc. 

After Pres. Kennedy came to office,I thought It might oe that he would afford 
me some help In getting at the matter. He referred me to Admiral A.S.Heyward 
of the Naval Personnel Office. When confronted with the squadron records 
question he simply stopped answering my mall. 

I do not have the money to fight through this affair.neither do X know a 
capable lawyer. If a capable lawyer would tase the case on a percentage 
basis.I think It could be a worthwhile undertaking. 

Would you be Interested In attempting to get the thing going? lou would not 
need to be personally involved. Once at work,the lawyer would be my repre¬ 
sentative.

Ted Cozza, President of Local 211, has consulted me con¬ 
cerning the application or the a bore named individual ror re¬ 
employment under tne Veterans’ Re-employment Rights Act at 
Exhibitors Service Company, Weat General Robinson Street, 

Pittaburgh, Pa. 

Cozza rurther advised me that I am to rorward to you my 
opinion whether the rallure or Exhibitors Service to re-employ 
the above lndlviduel would be in violation or said Act, 

It la my opinion that the anove individual la not entitled 
to oe re-employed under the Vaterana' Re-employment Rights Act 
at ixhlbltora Service Company ir the employer la not dealrous 
or doing ao baoauae hla job was abolished. 

In 1940, Cauy became a regular driver or rreight for tne 
Company. The Company at that time was engaged in two operations— 
ona ror the pick-up and delivery or rreight and the other ror the 
plok-up and dallvery or rilm and magazines. At that time, the 
Company nad in erreot two collective bargaining agreements, con¬ 
taining aeparate seniority lists, by which its employees were 
covered. The rreight contract with its aeniority list or rreight 
drivers was with General Teamsters Union Local 249. The film and 
magazine oontraot with its aeniority ror such drivers was with 
Looal 211. The Company did not transrer drivers rrom one opera¬ 
tion to tne other because or the separate collective oargelnlng 
agreements and separate seniority lists. 

On January 31, 1951, Cauy entered the militaiy service. 

While he was in the military service and prior to Augjst 9, 1952, 
the Company determined to get out or the business or pick-up and 
dallvery or rreignt. Pursuant to that decision, on August 9, 1952, 
twenty-rive (25) rreignt drivers, wno had operated straight Jobs, 
aeml-trailer trucks and over-the-road work,were dismissed and taken 
orr tne payroll or tne Company. One or the Twenty-rive ao dismissed 
waa Cauy. On October 1, 1953, alght (8) warehousemen employed 
under the rreight oontraot were likewise dismissed in furtherance 
of tne Company's decision to go out or the rreight Duslness. As or 
October I, 1953, the Company employed no employees in furtherance of 
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Mr. Rinar o. Mo bn Page 2 June 17, !Vb4 


tne freight business of the Company neoauae the Company waa not 
then engagea in the freight Business and all the Joba under tne 
freight contract with the Company nad been anollahed. 

On Januiry 7, lvt>4, Cauy waa honorably diaonarged rrom the 
military aervloe and about January £0, lvo4, he applied for hla 
old Job but wva reiuaeo re-inatatement oy hla employer. The only 
reaaon for hla employer doing ao waa because hla Job, together 
with all other freight Jodb, had been abollahed. 

Under the above facta, Cauy la not entitled under tne Vet- 
erana' Re-employment Rights Act to be re-lnatated to hla Job 
with full seniority oeoauae hla seniority rights under the col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement under which he worked waa terminated 
when hla Joe waa abolished and the Company discontinued tne freight 
operation of lta bualneaa. In Mr. Gallant's letter to Mr. Graham 
dated June 4, 1 Wo 4, he states "Mr. Cauy claims that since he waa 
a member In good standing in one of your Looala In a company cov¬ 
ered by two of your Locals, that when the Local to which he belonved 
waa discontinued, he should be given an opportunity to remain with 
the Company ahead of new employees oy tranaferring to ihe ranalnlng 
Local". Sven If Cauy were transferred irom Local 24V to Local £11, 
he would still not oe entitled to nla former Job with full senior¬ 
ity with tne Company because both hla Job and hla seniority rights 
under the Looal 24* oontraot were eliminated by the Company dis¬ 
continuing lta freight bualneaa. However, ir the Company wants to 
hire Mr. Cauy aa a new employee to pick up and deliver film and 
magazines, it may do ao whetner or not Cauy transfers to Local £11 
or whether or not Cauy la a member oi any Union oy reaaon or the 
Taft-Hartley Law. But until that la done, Cauy does not have any 
seniority rights with tne Company for the reaaona hereinbefore 
stated. 

I hope that my explanation of my opinion la clearly stated. 

If there la any question thereon or any question relating tnereto, 
that you may desire se to clarify, pleaae advise. %

I appreciated the opportunity you afforded me, on May 7 
to dlscuas generally the provisions of the reempllament statutes. 

Later I had occasion tr apprise the Bureau 1 a 1 eputy Director of 
your suggtstion that some ore Prom your of fire call upon him or the 
Director fbr the purpose of preparing a s-dtable article for your 
periodical. 

When I met with you we did not discuss any particular case. 

I wauld now like to presont one to you and ask for your assistance 
or suggestion with the view to amicably resolving the veteran's 
claim against hla employer. 

Mr Wllllma Cauy wasoriginally hired by the Exhibitor's 
Service Company, West Cenl Robinson, Scotland and Shore Avenues, 
Pittsburgh, Pa«, on November 9, 19t7 as a freight handler. *ihile 
or. this job he waa a member of Local 2L9. On Saturday nlghta and 
holidaya or whenever needed he also worked as an extra driver. 

He was not a member of the Driver's Local 211. Just before Csuy 
entered military service, on January 31, 19 *>1, he was driving a 
aami-trailer steady. He was honorably discharged from the military 
service on January 7, l°5li. About January 20, 1951i he applied 
for his old job and to date he has not been reinstated. 

The reason he has not been reinstated is because while 
he waa in military service, Exhibitors' Service Company discontinued 
handling freight and Local 2lP was consequently discontinued. 

Mr Csuy claims that *4nee he was a member in good standing 
in one of your Locals in a comp»y covered by two of your Locals 
that when the Local to which he belonged was discontinued he should 
be glvan an opportunity to remain with the Company, ahead of n«*w 
employees, by Transferring to the remaining Local. 

Aa to the reemployment statutes, if Mr Cauy was in fact a 
semitrailer drive'* when he mtered military service, he has a right 
upon discharge to reinstatement to that job. If one of t*e conditions 
to continuing aa a semitrailer driver ia that he be a marcher of
